Service  Trip  to  Poland 


This  year,  girls  from  grades  10, 1 1,  and  12  were  invited  to  participate  in  a  service  trip  to  Poland  The  17  girk  hopped  on  a  pkne  to  Warsaw,  Poland 
to  deliver  gifts  and  cheer  to  terminally  ill  children  Over  the  course  of  eleven  days,  the  girls  managed  to  visit  many  families,  museums  and  sightsee 
the  attractions  as  they  travelled  through  Poland  and  Germany.
